It transpired today that late Thurs- 
day evening 600 welders of the mills 
were paid off and then taken into the 
office of the general superintendent, 


vidual contracts to be signed for at 
least a year. Some demurred, while 
others signed the contracts. 

This movement, fighting fire with 
fire, carried consternation into the 
ranks of the strikers. The welders ere 
highly-skilled workmen, and without 
their coéperation: the big plant will 


be closed down. With them in 
line, the plant will probably 
keep on running as though 
nothing had happened. It was inti- 


mated tonight by friends of the welders 
that they would all sign the con- 
tracts.

INTENSE EXCITEMENT. 


STEIKE BREAKER AT WORK. 
IBT THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.) 

PITTSBURGH, July 26.—McKeesport 
was again the center of interest in the 
great steel strike today. Intense excite- 
ment prevailed there over the fact that 
many guards have been sent into the 
Demmler tin-plate mills, and the re- 
port that arrangements had been com- 
pleted to start the works pith non- 
union men Monday. Percy Donner, 
manager of the Monnesen plant, known 
as a successful strike breaker, was in 
consultation with the Demmler people 
yesterday, and it was said that he was 
to take charge cf the mill. Rev. Stuart 
Sharp hurried to this city to beg the 
tin-plate company officials not to at- 
tempt to start the mills, as bloodshed 
would surel~ follow. 

The situation at the Dewees-Wood 
plant also became more interesting 
when, this morning the management 
announced an intention to start the 
plant as non-union within a very few 
days. Manager Cooper. a‘ter a confer- 
ence with the head officials of the 
company in Pittsburgh, made a state- 
ment partly inreply to the edict issued 
by Mayor Black of McKeesport, 
Wednesday, that the company would 
get no assistance from the McKeesport 
police department. should they decide 
to start the plant. Cooper sald: 

“We are going to start up within the 
mext few days, and we will look to 
the authorities of McKeesport for as- 


with, we will insist upon the police of 
McKeesport doing their duty. If Mayor 
Black would carry out the Hines he 
has laid down in his statement, we will 
‘sue him and the city of McKeesport, for 
the Dewees-Wood people are heavy 
taxpayers in the city and must be 
protected.“ 

Cooper intimated quite strongly that 
the mills would be run strictly non- 
union, and that no Amalgamated Asso- 
ciation people would hereafter be em- 
ployed in the Dewees- Wood plant. He 
said he has been given to understand 
that the Demmler plant would also be 
opened at the same time, and added: 
1 understand that the Nationg]l Tube 
Works men will be chiled ont tomor-

Last night the Wood “plaht was al- 
most deserted by the strikers’ pickets. 
who left their posts and went to Demm- 
ler’s. Another report that excited the 
men today was to the effect that the 
company had sent a man or several 
men to Winchester, Va., to ploy ne- 
groes. The belief that they will be 
brought to McKeesport to break the 
strike has caused considerable tineasi- 
ness. 

It was extremely quiet t Wellsville 
this morning, Four mills in oper- 
ation, and Manager Brookman was pre- 
paring to make good his assertion to 
have the entire plant in operation 
Monday. Some excitement was caused 
last night by a report that a well just 
outside the plant had been poisoned, 
and that two strike breakers, living in 
the mill, had been taken violently in. 
The placing of a guard over an arte- 
sian well near by cave color to the re- 
port, but it was stated at the mill that 
there was no sickness, and the guard 
Was merely a pracaution. The giant

Spanish Naval Officer Who

EW YORK, July .26.—[{Exclusive 

Dispateh.}] Secretary Long of the 

Navy Department wrote a letter to 
D. Appleton & Co. relative to the 
Maclay history which may arise in the 
present Schley-Sampson controversy. 
The Appletons are sending out as a lit- 
erary note to further advertise the 
Maclay work, to which so much pub- 
licity has been given, extracts from 
Secretary Long's note of approbation. 
The letter, after the introductory sen- 
tence, is as follows: 

“Mr. Maclay deserves credit for goo1 
in these volumes. He gives 
graphic descriptions of the operations 
of the navy during the recent war with 
Spain. It is at once clear and vivid, 
and I especially like his taking up 
what, in view of the great actions at 
Mantla and Santiago, may be called the 
minor incidents, and giving distinction 
to the-large number of naval officers 
who in these less conspicuous opera- 
tions did their duty with a zeal, thor- 
oughness and fidelity which testify to 
the excellent spirit of the navy, and of 
thelr own qualifications for any service 
to which they may be called.“

THE PRECEPT. 


WASHINGTON, July 26.—fecretary 
Long today formally announced that 
he had selected Capt. S. 0. Lemley, 
the law officer of the Navy Depari- 
ment, to be judge advocate of the 
Schley court of inquiry. Capt. -Lem- 
ley has accepted the detail. Up to 
noon today the Secrétary had not 
heard from Rear-Admiral Kimberly, 
who is reported to have sent a letter 
to him explaining that the state of 
his health would hardly permit him to 
act as a member of the court. 

The precept to the court was issued 
this afternoon. It is as follows: 

To Admiral George Dewey, U.S. N., 


. Washington, D. C.—Upon the request 


of Rear-Admiral Winfield 8. Schley, 
U.S. N., made in a letter dated July 
22. 1901. copy herewith, a court of in- 
quiry, of which you are hereby ap- 
pointed president, Rear-Admirais 
Lewis A. Kimberly and Andrew K. 
Benham, U.S. N., members, and Capt. 
Samuel C. Lemiey, U.S. N.. Judge-Ad- 
vocate General, judge advocate, is 
hereby ordered to convene at the 
Navy Depaftment, Washington, D. C., 
at 1 o'clock p.m. on Thursday, the 
12th day of September, 1901, or as soon 
thereafter as may be practicable, fo: 
the purpose of inquiring into the con. 
duct of the said W. 8. Schley, com- 
modore in the navy during the recent 
war with Spain, and in the connection 
with the events thereof. 

The court will thoroughly inquire 
into all the circumstances bearing 
upon the subject of the investigation 
hereby ordered, and to this end, be- 
sides examining orally all proper wit- 
nesses whose attendance can be ee 
cured, will call upon the department 
for all documentary evidence in rela- 
tion thereto on its files. 


Upon the conclusion of the investt- 
gation, the court will report its pro- 
ceedings and the testimony taken 
with a full and detailed statement of 
all the pertinent facts which it may 
deem to be established, together with 
its opinion and rec endations in 
the premises. 

While the department relies upon the 
discretion of the court to make this 
examination into this matter full and 
complete, as required by the officer at 
whose instance it is convened, the re- 
port should show the conclusions 
reached upon certain points to which 
attention is specifically directed, as 
follows:

SIMPLY “ENUMERATION.” 
(BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.} 

WASHINGTON. July 26.—Secretary 
Long made the following statement to- 
day about the precept: “It is simply 
an enumeration of the facts that have 
been, to use the applicant's own words, 
‘under discussion.’ They are referred 
to informally and suggested to ,the 
‘court as matters which have ee 
der discussion, and as such should be 
inquired into by them. They are enu- 
merated in accordance with the gen- 
eral rule that when inquiry is made, 
the person interested should have no- 
tice beforehand, as far as possible, of 
all the specific things about which in- 
quiry is likely to be made.” 

With the exception of the last two 
counts in the precept the others prac- 
tically sum up the criticism of Admiral 
Schiey’s conduct made by Secretary 
Long to the Senate, which the Secre- 
tary characterized as “Schiey's repre- 
hensible conduct.” 

Judge-Advocate General Lemley, who 
was designated as judge-advocate of 
the court today, will now proceed with 
the preparation of. his case. He win 
examine all documents and prepare a 
list of*® witnesses. The court probably 
will sit for several months, more than 
likely until after Congress convenes in 
December. 

„Judge Lemley has not yet decided 
who the witnesses before the court 
shall be. They may be taken from the 
navy or civil life, for undoubtedly some 
of the newspaper correspondents will 
be called in the case. It is even prob- 
able, in view of the published inter- 


navy, that he and Admiral 
himself will de called, if Admiral 
Schiey desires it. Of course, the court 
of inquiry has no authority to compel 
their attendance, and it is more than 
doubtful whether they would respond 
to a summons, but the opportunity will 
be afforded. 

No word has been received from Ad- 
miral Kimberly, who, it was reported, 
had written to the department saying 
that his health made it inadvisable for 
him to attempt to serve on the court.

Expectoration in Public Places Is 
Strongly Condemned, and its Evils Are 
Pointed Out—People Warned to Be 
Careful While Koch’s Theories Are

LONDON, July 26.—{By Atlantic 
Cable.} At the final meeting of the 
congress on tuberculosis held today 
under the presidency of Lord Derby, 
resolutions were adopted in favor of 
legislation toward the suppression of 


expectoration in public places and rec- 


ommending the notification of the 
proper authorities in cases of phthisis, 
and the use of pocket spittoons, as- 
serting that these sanitary provisions 
were indispensable in order to dimin- 
ish tuberculosis. 

A resolution was adopted expressing 
the opinion of the congress that the 
health officers should continue the ef- 
fort to prevent the spread of tubercu- 
losis through milk and meat, and that, 
as doubt concerning human immunity 
from bovine’ tuberculosis 
Dr Koch were of vital importance t 
the public health and the agricultural! 
interests of the country the govern- 
ment should immediately institute a 
rigid inquiry into the identity of hu- 
man and bovine tuberculosis. 

Other resolutions passed indorsed 
the educational work of the national 
societies toward the prevention of tu- 
berculosig and invited legislation in 
support of this work. The appoint- 
ment of a permanent ‘international 
committee to collect evidence, publish 
literature and recommend means for 
the prevention of tuberculosis was ad- 
vocated. The members of the commit- 
tee are to be named by the various 
governments from national socicties.

No in- 
timation of the proposed action had 
reached him or any of his friends on the 
committee. That body had assembled 
to fix the date for an election in the 
Seventh Congress District, to fll the 
vacancy caused by the death of Con- 
gressman Stokes, and Senator Tillman's 
plans seem to have been kept_remark- 
ably well concealed, 

Senator McLaurin declined to make a 
Statement today, even to his closest 
personal and political friends. It is 
expected that after a consultation with 
the leaders of his side he will issve an 
announcement of his position. The rul- 
ing of him out of the party will cause 
a loss of some supporters who were 
willing to follow him under the name of 
“Democrat.” It may gain others. 

State Senator Lewis Appell of Claren- 
don was the only one to make a strug- 


one to say McLaurin had cast his vote 
in the Senate according with the wishes 
of his people. He said: 

“He has voted on important matters 
with the Republicans since the treaty 
with Spain was ratified by his vote. I 
have had to remain in my seat quietly 
and see him confer time and again with 
Republicans. Now, we are the engineers 
in charge of the Democratic train, and 
must guide it safely into the station. 

“We must protect the party from 
treachery. This year we were told that 
we would have peace and harmony for 
one summer, at least, but peace and 
harmony won't come when there are 
sneaks and thieves and traitors g ing 
around \hiring Hessians and distribut- 
ing gold and buying up newspapers. I 
am fully aware of what I am saying, 
and I know whereof lepoak.” 

State Senator Appell, who is the pro- 
prietor of a McLaurin paper, arose to 
make peace. 

“I know that you belong to him, 
heart and soul,” said Tillman, “but the 
issue ig not as to men; it is one of Re- 
rublicanism, and Republicanism of the 
most damnable kind. I might have had 
some respect for McLaurin if he had 
come out honestly and as a Repub- 
can.“ 

Tillman met all dissenting remarks;

Laurin headquatters have just been 
opened in Gugenville, and the action of 
the Executi Committee has left his 
supporters at sea until the junior Sen-

A month ago McLaurin dared Till- 
man to have him read out of the party, 
dec la ing that if such action were taken 
he would “split the Democratic party 
Wide open in this State.” If he now 
continues in politics and makes a con- 
test next year, this result will probably 
follow.

FREAKS OF LIGHTNING. 


Medieval Superstitions 

Electrical Storms—lInstances of Nar- 

row Escapes. 

{Washington Star:] During the Mid- 
dle Ages in Europe churches were con- 
sidered as sa s against devils, 
and bells were rung as an additional 
inducement for the evil spirits to keep 
away. As lightning was supposed to 
be a satanic manifestation, the bells 
were rung during severe storms until 
so many people had been killed by the 
lightning running down the rope that 
the practice was finally abandoned. 
On one occasion, in the town of Cha- 
benil, near Valence, eleven men em- 
ployed in ringing an enormous bell 
ne struck and seven were instantly 

Arago, the philosopher, tells of the 
chief of 3 of brigands, who, 
while waiting’ execution in the court- 
yard of a prison in Bavaria, was struck 
and instantly killed by a flash of light- 
ning. His companions, believing that 
heaven had singled out their chief for 
punishment, became so penitent that 
they were finally pardoned. A prisoner 
was killed in a house in Massachusetts, 
the other people in the same apart- 
ment with him remaining unharmed. 
Investigation disclosed the probable 
cause of his death It was discovered 
that a saw was suspended in the attic 
directly over his head, while in the 
cellar a crowbar was set against the 
wall. The lightning struck the roof 
and thus found a direct passage 
through the house. 5 

FLASHES TEN MILES LONG. 

Flammarion, the French  sctentist, 
relates some remarkable instances of 
the freaks of lightning. The flashes. 
which are sometimes more than ten 
miles in length, have been known to 
kill a man, completely consuming his 
body but leavng him in the exact posi- 
tion which he occupied in life. He 
states that in 1838 three soldiers at 
Vicsur-Aisne, France, took refuge from 
a storm beneath a linden tree. Some 
time after the storm had passed peas- 
ants seeing them standing motionless 
and not replying to their greeting 
touched them on the shoulder, when 
the bodies instantly crumbled to fine 
ashes. There were no evidences of in- 
jury to them, the clothing being intact 
and their faces wearing a natural ap- 
peazance. A similar occurrence is said 
to have taken place July 27, 1691. its 
truthfulness being vouchei for by Pas- 
tor Butler, who was an eye-witness. 
Ten harvesters seeing a storm ap- 
proach sought refuge under a hedge. 
During the storm a bolt of lightning 
struck and killed four of them, who 
remained as if petrified. One of the 
men was just putting a bit of tohacco 
in his mouth, another was playing 
with a little dog which he held with 
one hand while he fed him with the 
other. After the stroke they retained 
these positions, as though. they had 
suddenly been turned into stone. 

LIFE-LIKE IN DEATH. 

M. Cardan tells how eight harvesters 
while taking their noonday lunch un- 
der a maple tree were overtaken by a 
storm and all killed by a single stroke 
of lightning. When their companions 
approached them, after the storm had 
passed, they scemed to be still engaged 
with their repast. One was raising a 
glass to drink. another was taking a 
piece of bread, while a third was reach. |. 
ing out his hand toward a plate. 

Many instances are related of nar- 
row escapes during electric storms. 
Bracelets have been melted from a 
lady's arm, without injuring the flesh. 
A German writer tells how a peasant 
girl had @ gold hairpin absolutely dis- 
sipated by a lightning stroke without 
injury to her or any damage done to 
her hair. Cradles have been tipped 
over, carpets ripped up and portions 
of clothing torn away without personal 
injury. September 10. 1845, it is re- 
lated that a house at Selagnac, France. 
was struck by lightning. A large hall 
of fire came down the chimney and 
rolled across the floor of a room in 
which sat a child and three women. 
None of these was hurt. The ball then 
rolled out through the kitchen, pass-

“On the other hand there can be no 
doubt (and indeed it is conceded by 
counsel for defendants,) that it is an 
actionable wrong for persons by means 
of violence, threats of violence, intimi- 
dation or defamatory statements to in- 
duce workmen to leave the employ of 
their master or to prevent others from 
entering such employ or to prevent a 
trader’s. customers or prospective cus- 
tomers from dealing with him. In other 
words, the use of means that aré per 
se unlawful for the accomplishment of 
any purpose that results in damage to 
one gives him a cause of action against 
the person or persons committing the 
unlawful act. 

“Now, some of the acts alleged by the 
complaint to have been committed by 
the defendants are clearly unlawful in 
themselves. It is evident also that the 
acts complained of have resulted in 
damage to the plaintiff, and that their 
furthe. continuance would cause him 
additional damage. The commission of 
such unlawful acts should therefore be 
enjoined. What, then, are the things 
which are shown to have been done and 
which are in themselves wrongful? In 
the first place, it is alleged that the de- 
fendants, who do not appear to have 
been in plaintiff's employ, induced per- 
sons who were in his employ to leave 
it. That is an act which, under the law 
of this State, is an actionable wrong.”

SAN FRANCISCO COOKS AND WAIT- 
ERS MUST OBEY. 


Court Order Makes it Unlawful for 
Strikers to Resort to Any Methods in 
Their Efforts to Force Employers to 
Grant Their Demands. 


SAN FRANCISCO, July 26.—Superior 
Judge Sloss today granted the applica- 
tion of Mathias Johnson, a restaurant 
proprietor, for an injunction restraining 
the Cooks and Waiters’ Alliance from 
picketing men in front of his estab- 
lishment for the purpose of scaring 
away customers during the present 
strike. 
The injunction, of course, is tempo- 
rary, pending the hearing of the dam- 
age suit brought by Johnson against 
the Hotel and Restaurant Employers’ 
International Alliance, the Bartenders’ 
International League of America, the 
Cooks’ and Waiters’ Alliance and other 
trade unions. 

The injunction is most sweeping in 
its character. It makes unlawful all 
methods resorted to by the strikers in 
their efforts to force the employers to 
grant their demands.

SALT LAKE (Utah) July 26.—A sec- 
tion seventy-five miles wide through 
the Nevada desert from Deeth ag far 
west as Carlin, experienced a series 
of heavy earthquake shocks about 2:20 
o'clock this afternoon. The vibrations 
generally were from north to south, 
and at one or two points lasted for fully 
five seconds. So far as learned, no se- 
rious damage was done, though the 
force of the shock was great enough 
to shake dishes from the shelves. The 
extent of the earthquake north and 
south is not known. 

At Elko, Nev., the shock was unusu- 
ally severe. The High School, a big 
new brick edifice, was badly cracked 
by the violence of the vibrations, and 
other buildings were slightly damaged. 
The earthquake at this point was pre- 
ceded and followed by rather remark- 
able meteorological phenomena. For 
some time preceding the shock the air 
was perfectly still, while the heat was 
extremely oppressive. 

A few minutes after the shock, how- 
ever, a violent wind and rainstorm, ac- 
companied by heavy thunder and 
lightning, burst over the city, the rain 
continuing for several hours. At 
Deeth, Nev., goods were shaken from 
the shelves of the stores. The shock 
wag not felt fifty miles north of Elko.

A major- 
ity of the home rule members are op- 
posed to taking any action at all, as 
it is thought that if nothing is done 
now, the Executive will be compelied 
to call a general extra session within 
a few months. Then the Legislature 
Will be free to act on the County Gov- 
ernment Bill and other measures which 
it failed to get through in the regular 
session. 

Cooper's veto was of an appropia- 
tion of $20,000 for a site for a nos 
pital for incurables in Honolwu.

T IS perhaps not proper to begin 
the most insufficient discussion 

of American poetry without the 
time-honored jest about the chapter 
which sums up the history of snakes 
in Ireland by asserting that there are 
none and assumes that there is no 
poetry in this country. The jest is 
something of the moldiest and the as- 
sumption is untrue. The poetry of 
America at the present day is not of 
the highest grade, but it is not lacking 
in quantity, and not a little of it has, if 
somewhat faintly, the genuine flavor.

should be eager to try to write it. 

Perhaps poetry is really more widely 
read than surface indications seem to 
show. Certainly “the productions of 
popular favorites are cared for. No- 
body can doubt that Kipling’s swing- 
ing work, with its complete lack of 
distinction and its remarkable abun- 
dance of dash and vitality, has been 
devoured with avidity; and from time 
to time verse of the most slender pre- 
tensions to literary merit, like The 
Man with a Hoe,” is apparently taken 
up, at least for the moment, from one 
end of the country to the other. It is 
perhaps a little discouraging that really 
popular verse is generally so poor, but 
the best has seldom been the most suc- 
cessful. Moore and Campbell in their 
day left Keais and Shelley entirely in 
the shade, and in later times neither 
Tennyson nor Browning could match 
gales with Lewis Morris's “Epic of 
Hades.“ The eagerness with which 
certain verse is readetoday, even in this 
non-poetic age, seems to show that 
people in general would be glad to en- 
joy poetry if they knew how. They 
realize dimly and afar off that poetry 
is the cream of literature, but they are 
ignorant of its language, and they are 
pitifully unequal to the mental feat of 
rising to the imaginative heights of 
great work. 

WHY POETRY DOES NOT FLOUR- 
18H. 

The reasons which have brought 
about the decline of that love for 
poetry which was formerly so marked 
in the English-speaking race have been 
more than once set forth. To some ex- 
tent they are common to the whole 
modern world. The most strenuous 
currents of recent thought have turned 
toward science. The imagination of 
the educated portion of mankind has in 
the nineteenth century, as in the Mid- 
die Ages, been largely lavished on the 
study of the wonders of natural law. 
The scholars of the Middle Ages tried 
to interpret nature by the aid of astrol- 
ogy and necromancy; the investigators 
of later times have followed methods 
more scientific. In both cases utili- 
tarian ends have played a prominent 
part. The necromancers sought the 
philosopher's stone and the eiixir of 
life: modern scientists have made pos- 
practical  tri- 
umphs which have so modified material 
In both cases the desires 
and the results have absorbed the 
faculties which in other epochs have 
produced art. 

The decline of faith has been another 
of the conditions common tc all Chris- 
tendom. Art is affirmative, and poetry 
which denies, however it may appeal 
to artistic appreciation of workman- 
ship, cannot take any strong or lasting 
hold upon the general reading world. 
The point is one upon which a volume 
might be written; but it is enough here 
to note it as one of the important con- 
ditions of all modern literary produc- 
tion. 


The complexity, with the resulting 
hurry, of modern life is equally a cause 
which has affected one nation as well 
as another. Poetry is not to be pro- 
duced as one builds a stone wall, by 
mere strenuousness of effort; nor is it 
to be enjoyed as a man reads his daily 
paper on the way to business. It de- 
mands for production or for enjoyment 
the mood of serenity, of concentration, 
the power of entering into the poetic 
mood. The offer of cash prises does not 
produce poets; nor does the offer in the 
department stores of the complete 
works of Shakespeare for 41 cents—or 
even, if the pun may be forgiven, the 
them as Bacon by the 
pound—put Shakespeare within the 
reach of the general public. Leisure 
and serenity of temper must come be- 
fore there can be any possibility of the 
creation or of the adequate reception 
of genuine poetry. 

LACK OF A LBISURE CLASS. 

Thus far in the history of civilization 
art has been appreciated and nourished 
first by the leisure classes, and from 
them has filtered downward. Undoubt- 
edly-.some races have always been more 
readily responsive than others, but 
even among art-loving people, litera- 
ture, like the other arts, has been sup- 
ported and nourished by the wealthy 
and the cultivated. Conditions in 
America are unlike those which have 
obtained elsewhere in that society here 
has been in reality as well as in theory 
so generally democratic. It is not easy 
to see how a vital and well-developed 

try can arise without a leisure class 
of cultivated persons ab'e and inclined 
to encourage it. With the local appear- 
ance of such a class in New Enlsand 
came the poetry of Longfellow, Whit- 
tier, Lowell and Emerson; and had not 
circumstances prevented this might 
have been the beginning of greater 
things. As it is it illustrates the im- 
portance of a cultivated audience. 

This view may not be very demo- 
cratic, and we may continue in this 
country to cherish the dream of a lit- 
erature springing spontaneously from 
the people and enthusiastically received 
by the people. This may yet be, but if 
it comes it will be unique in the his- 
tory of literature. The vigor and 
genius of any race is usually found 
chiefly outside of the ranks of the 
favored leisure classes; but hitherto, at 
least, the support and encouragement 
of the latter has been an essential con- 
dition of the best achievement. 

The material conditions of life in 
America have been throughout its his- 
tory constantly insistent. The taming 
of the country has been going on 
strenuously up to our very time, and 
indeed ia still so far from being com- 
pleted that the best endeavors of the 
nation have been absorbed in this ef- 
fort. Herein our situation has been 
different from any which has existed 
for centuries in Burope. Without a 
leisure class and with the constant 
pressure of the need of the most vig- | 
orous exertions of the whole people to 
conquer the continent, it is not strange 
that we have not been able to develop 
poetry as a civilized art in America as 
it has been nourished in England or on 
the continent. 

A COUNTRY THAT HAD NO YOUTH. 

A civilized art, I say. because even 
under conditions even more primitive 
than any our country has known

poetry has sprung up as a popular art 
wherever a race has advanced from 
Savagery to civilization. It is one cf 
the normal products of such a growth. 
The American people, however, have 
not on this continent developed from 


‘Savagery. We came to this country as 


a shoot of a highly-civilized race. This 
insured many advantages, but it in- 
volved the limitations of a growth 
which was in its ler stages essen- 
tially provincial. Lowell has told the 
whole story: 

“O strange, new land that yet wast 

never young.” 

The United States has had political 
but never racial youth. The country is 
in a position not entirely unlike that 
of the unfortunate children who are so 
early required to take up the burdens 
of the adult that they have had no time 
for any childhood. We have had no 
folklore to be the natural material 
from which poetry should draw its 
substance. We have made some shift 
to borrow from Indian tradition to sup- 
ply the lack, and “Hiawatha” and the 
Indian legends used by Whittier are 
the measure of success with which 
this has been accomplished. We have 
had no folk-song to furnish the basis 
for the development of the form of 
verse, as the folk-songs of Scotland 
shaped the lays of Burns, or as the bal- 
lads of England led the way for so 
much of the best of her poetry. We 
have imported our traditions, our poetic 
forms, our taste, and the protective 
tariff which nature in such circum- 
ev imposes is well-nigh prohib- 

ve. 

When in spite of all the discourage- 
ments of these conditions America had 
succeeded in establishing the begin- 
nings of a poetic literature, the Civil 
War came in to overthrow it all. 
Largely it slaughtered the generation 
of young men coming up to continue 
the literary succession, and completely 
it destroyed poetic conditiong. It is not 
uncommon to see comment on the fact 
that the war produced no poetry: but 
I do not know where in the world a 
civil strife has brought forth great 
lyrics. The great war songs have been 
written when the conflict has been 
against foreign foes, not when men 
have fought their own brothers. The 
war with the Confederate States ‘did 
net call out enduring lyrics, but it did 
absorb all energies, turn attention from 
art, emphasize all the conditions un- 
favorable to poetic production and lay 
in the grave the flower of an entire 
generation. 

THE LACK OF AN AUDIENCE. 

Today, then, America is without any 
recognized great pcet, and without any 
audience to which he could appeal if 
he were here. The public can be made 
to read doggerel, as witness the suc- 
cess of the rhymer who sent the poor 
old muse hobbling lachrymosely Over 
the Hills to the Poorhouse,” and it is 
impossible for the race to outgrow that 
responsiveness to rhythm which is in- 
separable from the pulse-beats of hu- 
manity. To poetry as an appeal to the 
imagination, as a noble work of art, in 
short, the American public is certainly 
at present unresponsive. Despite those 
sporadic affectations known as Ltrown 
ing clubs little general attention is paid 
to poetry, and if a demand is neces- 
Sary to create a supply there ‘s little 
hope for a poetical outburst in any im- 
mediate future. 

No great art is possible without so 
much of a demand es is fnvolved in the 
existence of an appreciative audience. 
The poet leads and interprets the 
thought of his public, but today he has 
no public. One of the leading mus 
cians of the country said to me last 
winter: “We try to think that this is 
a musical time. It is so only through 
tradition and imitation. If Beethoven's 
‘Fifth Symphony’ were brought out to- 
day it would never get to-a second 
hearing. This is, I believe, rather se- 
vere upon our time, but we must ac- 
cept the fact that the age is unaes- 
thetic. That Shakespeare had an audi- 
ence is evident enough from the fact 
that his plays made him a fortune, and 
that ther Elizabethan dramatists were 
equally successful. That Tennyson had 
an audience from the very first may be 
seen by any reader of the poet's life, 
with its accounts of how at Cambridge 
the students coming up from the long 
vacations told one another with enthu- 
siasm that Tennyson had written a new 
poem and hurried to the rooms of the 
fortunate possessor of a copy to hear 
it read. What today could a poet do, 
addressing a public entirely ‘indiffer- 
ent, for the most -part, whether his 
work be good or bad? 

POETRY’'S PLACE IN THE SCHOOLS 

Poetry still has, it is true, a suffi- 
ciently prominent place in formal study 
of literature. Indeed, since the best of 
literature is poetry, it is impossible 
that this should be otherwise. Boys 
about to enter college are laboriously 
drilled to pass examinations upon va- 
rious masterpieces, a process which in 


nine cases out of ten makes forever 


impossible any love or appreciation for 
these especial poems. I once asked a 
small boy what he was doing at the 
primary school which he attended, and 
he replied that he was committing to 
memory Blake's Tiger.“ 

“Do you like it?" I asked. 

“Oh, we don’t have to like it.“ he re- 
sponded, with the utmost simplicity. 
“We only have to learn it.” 

Lads fitting for college, unless under 
very exceptional teachers, do not have 
to appreciate or enjoy “Macbeth,” 
“Paradise Lost” or “The Princess; 
they have only to be able to pass an 
examination on them. If a revival of 
the love of poetry comes ever it will 
hardly be due to the training in the 
college requirements. 

The lack of an atmosphere in Amer- 
ican colleges which shall stimulate and 
nourish artistic tastes and appreciation 
is one of the serious elements of the 
intellectual situation today. Although 
in the scramble to get fitted for college 
a boy might miss aesthetic influences, 
he would be naturally supposed to find 
them when once he was in. A new 
“Pilgrim's Progress“ might well be 
written to set forth how the candidate 
wallows in a veritable slough of de- 
spond, and with how desperate a 
squeeze to escape from questions which 
are veritable arrows of Beelzebub he 
gets through the wicket gate of en- 
trance examinations; but at least when 
once he is on the road to the promised 


land of knowledge matters should be 


different. Christian from time to time 
was heartened with visions of coming 
giories. College students—to abandon 
a firurative manner of speech which is 
rapidly getting to be too much for me— 
should be stimulated to enjoy good lit- 
erature; they should be gaining con- 
stantly in ability to enter into it, and 
to rise to the plane of great work. I am 
forced to say that this is far from be- 
ing generally the case. 
COLLEGES AND LITERARY 
MOSPHERE. 
The difficulty is that, so far as I can 
discover, our colleges have largely 
ceased to have this literary atmos- 
phere. I do not claim to be an expert 
or.carefully to have investigated the 
matter, but for some years I have been 
endeavoring to learn what I could of 
the state of things in the leading New 
England colleges. I have not been able 
to discover that the general student 


AT- 
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today reads anything as literature. 
Some small minority always will exist 
like the small remnant of the prophets 
who were secretly supported by some- 
body or other in biblical times, but the 
mass of modern students are certainly 
not literary. They read the newspapers, 
especially the sporting columns; they 
amuse themselxes more or less ‘with 
fiction, indifferent, apparently, whether 
it is good or bad if it is exciting; but 
so far as it is possible to judge from 
the outside the modern college boy is 
neither a reader nor in sympathy with 
any literary tradition. | 

Poetry demands an understanding 
and a love of literature which have 
gone out of fashion in modern col- 
leges. I may misjudge, but I am not 
able to imagine the students of today 
as regarding poetry as one of the im- 
portant interests of an educated man, 
as caring for the literary conditions 
greatly, as longing for the appearance 
of a new poet, or as going out into the 
world to help in creating an audience 


which shall be ready eagerly to wel- 

come one should he arise, 
Meanwhile among the mass of the 

people are a great many writers of 


verse. Most of it is pretty poor verse, 
it is true: verse which seems to have 
been made on a second-hand type- 
writer. Some of it is mechanirally cor- 
rect enough, but it is too generally of 
the kind which supplies no evident 
reason why it should not be prose. The 
London Athenaeum pronounced E. C. 
Stedman's recent “Anthology of Amer- 
ican Verse” a waste of mediocrity;” 
and no amount of patriotism will allow 
one to deny that the book would be 
improved if it were compressed at least 
a third by the omission of much placid 
verse which Mr. Stedman has with un- 
critical good nature included. On the 
other hand, the anthology contains 
much which is surprisingly good when 
one considers the variety and compar- 
ative obscurity of the singers. That so 
many with so small encouragement as 
is offered by the American reading 
public have done so well is a sign of no 
small earnest and poetical zeal. 
ONE SIGN OF PROMISE. 

A fact which to me is of more prom- 
ise than all else is an incident which 
occurred very lately, and from my sur- 
prise at which I have not yet recov- 
ered. One of the leading railroad men 
of the country, a man hard-headed and 
practical and not himself of academic 
education, declared that he wanted the 
men who were turned out from tech- 
nical schools to be taught to appreciate 
and to enjoy good literature, and that 
this he regarded es en essential part 
of a good technical training. If such 
a view is held by men of this sort it 
means that the demand for an original 
literature of high character is not far 
off. I do not believe for an instant that 
a majority of our practical men have 
yet advanced far enough to share such 
a perception of the place of imaginative 
literature in intellectual development, 
but that one so prominent has reached 
it, if not to be regarded too hopefully 
as regards the rest. is yet of a good 
deal of significance. When the men who 
build our railroads and manage our 
factories wish for an American litera- 
ture an American litérature win surely 
come. Fortry is not to be ordered like 
a cargo of steel rails, but a demand 
from the energetic, working part of our 
people will call it into bloom as the 
sun hine orers the spring flowers.

FORTUNA GOLD EXHIBITED. 


Samples from Famous Mining Prop- 
erty Received by Local Miners’ As- 


sociation—Anzona Assessments. 

A few small samples of ore from the 
famous Fortuna mine near Yuma were 
received at the headquarters of the 
Southwest Miners’ Arsociation yester- 
day. The rock was taken from the bot- 
tom of the deepest shaft in the mine, 
now down a distance of 1200 feet. It car- 
ries free-milling gold, and these are 
said to be fair samples of a large body 
of the same grade of ore to be found 
there. 


The Fortuna is the property of the 


well-known California mining man, C. 
D. Lane, and is said to have produced 
at the rate of $75,000 per month for the 
past five years. ' 

7 MINES TO BE ASSESSED. 

The Supervisors of Cochise county, 
Ariz., acting as a board of equalization, 
are try.ng to ra‘se the property valu- 
aticn of the county from about $2,000,000 
to $9,000,000. They propose to do it by 
bringing the assessment of the mines 
up to somewhere near the rated valu- 
ation of the holdings. Heretofore the 
mines have been lightly taxed on noth- 
ing more than a part of their improve- 
ments, with something added on pat- 
ented claims. On the Copper Queen, at 
Bisbee, the principal copper producer 
of Arizona, the raise is $3,000,000 above 
its former assessment of less than half 
a million. The Commonwealth mine, at 
Pearce, reputed to be the best gold pro- 
ducer of the Southwest, has been raised 
$1,000,000. 

ROSEBUD RESUMES. . 

Operations have been resumed in the 
Rosebud mine of Northern California. 
Pending a change of ownership work 
has moved slowly for the past month, 
but extensive improvements are now 
under way. Marcellus L. Smith, the 
former owner, well known in local min- 
ing circles, now has charge of the work 
as superintendent. The Rosebud 16 on 
the East Belt, seven miles from Fair- 
play, and due south of Grigzly Fiat. 

PICKED FROM THE DUMP. 

There is considerable activity in min- 
ing circles above Yuma, on the Coloraco 
River, says the Arizona Citizen of Tuc- 
son. Mr. Barker of Los Angeles has 
just concluded the purchase of a group 
of gold ciaims from the Hodges Bros. 
of Yuma, the price being $75,000, and 
the Stanchfield Bros., who own mines 
in the same vicinity, are about to per- 
fect a big sale. 

The Sonora Mining and Milling Com- 
pan now at work in the Alton district, 
seventy miles from Nogales, Mex., is 
making good headway. The property, 
which ts controlled by R. A. Lewis, E. 
B. Gage, Con O'Keefe, O. O. Saxhang 
and John Dessart, gives excellent 
promise of being one of the greatest 
silver producers of Mexico. 

A party of San Diego mining men are 
now prospecting in the Arivoca district 
of Arizona.

Fay Their Fines. 


Judge Smith Settles the Ques- 
tion of Irrigating With 
Sewer Water. 


Now, let the local sewage irrigator 
wince. 

Ah Sam and Ah Pie gotee their necks 
in the meshes of the law, and the 
county sewage ordinance holds water. 

The first decision under this ordl- 
nance has just been made public from 
Department One, Judge Smith's court, 
after lingering for almost a year. 

The names of the two defendants 
are the Chinese for “John Doe” and 
“Richard Roe,” and they were the 
two straw men set up by a big Chinese 
vegetable-growing firm, to test the va- 
lidity of the county ordinance, which 
forbids irrigating vegetables with sew- 
age water. 

The firm in question has a lease on 100 
acres of the D. Freeman prope ty at 
Gardena, and last fall was discovered 
to be irrigating an acre of onions with 
sewage. The two defendants, Ah Sam 
and Ah Pie, were put up to answer. 
Their defense in the Township Court 
was that the onions were being raised 
for seed, and consequently they were 
not Mable under the ordinance. The 
justice, however, was not to be mocked, 
and he pronounced judgment against 
them and fined each $50. 

An appeal was taken to the Superior 
Court, and the decision of Judge Smith 
has just been announced. sustiining the 
Township Court. 

The decision is an important one, 
inasmuch as it settles the long- 
mooted question as to whether or not 
conviction could be had under the 
county ordinance. Every grower of veg- 
etables has all along steadfastly de- 
clared that he does not use sewage on 
his vegetabie garden for the reason that 
there is a strong sentiment against it 
among consumers, but if he was using 
sewage he felt secure in the belief 
that he cou'd not be convicted and fined 
for the offense. 

Now. it is different. If convicted in 
a justice’s court he may be sent down 
into his jeans for a fine of $50, and un- 
less the Supreme Court reverses Judge 
Smith's decision, which is most un- 
likely, the fine cannot be escaped. It is 
improbable that such a case will ever 
be appenled to the Supreme Court, and 
consequently the ordinance is just 
about as effective as it would be were 
it not as full of loopholes.as a fishnet; 
but it ovght to be so amended to be 
thoroughly protective ,against every 
phase of violation. 

For instance. you may convict the 
man who iIrrigates lettuce with sew- 
„ge. while he may with impunity sell 
you cabbage for cold slaw which has 
been irrtgated in the same way; he is 
Hable for so tIrricating strawberries, 
but not for cavilifiower. There are 
many other instances of the sam? kind; 
because the ordinance was not skill- 
fully drawn. | 

This case just decide au have a 
mild influence in stopping the practice 
among Chinamen, as the word will 
speedily be passed along the line.

SENTENCED AT SAN DIEGO TO DIE

Slew Ceverino Rodrigues at EI Cajon. 
Dice Decide Everything at a Dinner 
Tendered a Moral-Reform Leader—No 
More Abuse of Privileges, 


SAN DIEGO, July 26.—[{From The 
Times’ Resident Correspondent.] Just 
before the adjournment of the forenoon 
session of the Superior Court today 
Judge Conklin sentenced Gertrudes 
Almendares to death by hanging, for 
the murder of Ceverino Rodriguez, at 
El Cajon. In pronouncing the sentence 
the judge said that there do not ap- 
pear to be any extenuating ciroum- 
stances, and that the act appears to 
be due either to the promptings of 
malice and a wicked heart, or from a 
desire on the part of the accused to 
proclaim himself a bravo and a bad 
man. It is evident that the prisoner 
to some extent realized the seriousness 
of the crime from the fact that he 
turned and fled after committing it. 
The two Mexicans came together at 
a dance at El Cajon, Almendares doing 
the killing with the thrust of a knife 
through the heart of Rodriguez. It 
is claimed that the murderer was jeal- 
ous of Rodriguez, and that he followed 
him to El Cajon for the purpose of 
taking his life. His story has been 
that he acted in self-defense. This 
afternoon Judge Conklin signed the 
death warrant, fixing October 4 as the 
date of the execution.

German Consul in the United States 
in whose district the goods are pro- 
duced. 

In criticising such action on part of 
Germany, we should not lose sight of 
the fact that this is what the United 
States is doing, and has been doiag 
for many years, in foreign countries. 


In fact, one of the chief duties, and 


in many cases almost the sole duty, 
of American vice-consuls and con- 
sular agents abroad is to certify in- 
voices of goods to be shipped to the 
United States, without which certifi- 
cation the goods would not be per- 
mitted entry into this country. For 
each such certification the American 
Vice-Consul or Consular Agent is em- 
powered to charge a fee of $2.50.

And he removed from thence unto a 
mountain on the east of Bethel, and 
pitched his tent, having Bethel on the 
west, and Hai on the east; and there 
he builded an altar unto the Lord, and 
called upon the name of the Lord. 
And Abram journeyed, going on still 
toward the south.” 

For the first time since Abram left 
his old home did God let him see what 
He would do with him. He now begins 
to fulfill His promises and thus con- 
firms the faith of the trusting man. 
He gives him the land promised. Faith 
ig reinforced by sight. It was in the 
first instance based on sufficient evi- 
dence; now it has more evidence. He 
further confirms his own faith by an 
act of worship. Cffering living sac- 
rifices had not wholly died out among 
men and no doubt Abram had seen 
them offered to false gods: he had 
perhaps even seen human sacrifices, 
for in Chaldea the first born Was some- 
times offered to propitiate the gods. 
Lut here he gets back to the first idea 
of Sacrifice and performs the act which 
is both a confession of sin and a con- 
secration of self to God. Th’'s act both 
shows Abram's faith and confirms it. 

His faith was carefully guarded and 
trained by God. The leaving of his 
own land was a strain upon it. The 
settlement here amid powerful enemies 
was a greater strain. Yet it was better 
that they be enemies than friends, for 
friends might more easily turn hi 
back to idolatry. The appearing to 
him and holding converse with him 
was a greater heip to his faith. Then 
God was with him in his final location 
between Bethel and Hai. The altar 
was built wherever Abram went. He 
kept his faith strong by expressing it. 
He sealed his fellowship with God by 
showing gratitude for the blessings re- 
ceived. This commemoration of God's 
goodness in leading him makes that 
goodness glorious to his eyes. Our 


our habits of worship and gratitud 
must be fixed like altars that a 
“builded.” not “pitched” like a tent.

At the same 
time, to grant the unreasonable de- 
mands of the unions would have been 
unjust to the non-union employés, 
Who do not wish to be forced into the 
union. The employers agreed to sub- 
mit their business frankly to the in- 
spection of their men, and to fix the 
conditions of employment on the 
principle of according to the men a 
proportionate share of the profits of 
the business, by means of full con- 
suitation and friendly arrangement. 
In other words, the wages were not to 
be settled on the hard and fast basis 
of supply and demand, or of getting 
as much labor for as little pay as pos- 
sible. The employers expressed them- 
seives as willing to agree to a min- 
imum of wages, that should not be re- 
duced even if the price of the product 
should fall, thus assuming all the 
risks below that price and giving the 
men the benefit of all advance be- 
yond it. 

What more could be asked, in the 
mame of reason? As the New York 
paper shows, to require employers to 
force men to join the union. when 
they did not wish to do so, Is to ad- 
mit the right of the employers to 
prevent the men from joining the 
union when the men wished to . 
Surely, it would have been wed 
and tyrannical for the managers of 
the steel wills to compel their em- 
ployés to do what they had refused to 
do, and did not want to do. As our 
New York contemporary says, the de- 
mand that they should so compel them 
fe the most senseless, shamefu! and 
outrageous ever made by a labor or- 
ganization. By compelling these men 
to join the union. they would be de- 
prived of the right to make their own 
contracts with their employers. They 
could not agree to work for higher 
wages than union men get in other

BUILDING SITE. 


Whether Los Angeles will secure a 
handsome new public library building

“To the Honorabie City Council, City

BAD STREETS. 
REPAIRS ARE NEEDED. 

Complaints in regard to the condi- 
tion of Sixth street between Hill street 
and Broadway are frequently made in 
the office of the Superintendent of 
streets. This thoroughfare is in a very 
bad condition, being full of holes which 
are a menace to teams. 

This case was reported to the City 
Council by the Superintendent of 
Streets last March, and the communi- 
cation was referred to the Board of 
Public Works. Since that time no ac- 
tion has been taken on the matter, al- 
though the board has been in session 
every week. 

In his report to the Council the super- 
intendent said that the street has been 
repaired several times, but that on ac- 
count of the rottenness of the pave- 
ment foundation, repairs are absolutely 
useless. Before the street can be put 
in good condition it must be repaved. 

Some complaints have also been made 
as to the condition of the pavement of 
Rroadway. between Temple and Sixth 
streets. This thoroughfare needs re- 
surfacing, on account of the numerous 
ruts and holes which are apparent in 


nearly every block, except that be- 
tween First and Second streets. 

With the exception of the one block 
mentioned, Broadway has not been re- 
surfaced since it was paved in 1889.

The Board of Public Works yester-/, 


day considered the petition of a large 
number of property owners on Sunset 
Park boulevard, asking that the route 
be charfged between Bandini street and 
the west city limit. 

At present the boulevard is improved 
only as far west as Bandini street, and 
it is the desire of the property owners 
that the improvement be continued to 
the city limit. They are, however, un- 
willing to pay for an improvement 
along the route as at present mapped 
out. The proposed change will shorten 
the street several hundred feet and 
straighten it. It was the sense of the 
board that the request is a reasonable 
one, but no action will be taken on the 
matter until the City Engineer has been 
consulted. 

The board recommended to the Coun- 
cil the granting of the petition of E. F. 
Metlar to the effect that the ‘Southern 
Pacific Railroad be allowed to extend 
a spur of its track on the east side of 
Alameda street, between Third and 
Fourth streets. 

The petition of the Sunset Telephone 
and Telegraph Company, asking that it 
be allowed permission to construct 
condults across Spring street and 
Broadway between Second and Third 
streets, was also favored. 

Grand View avenue, between Elev- 
enth and Hoover streets, is in need of 
opening, and the board recommended 
the establishment of an assessment dis- 
trict for this work.

ABBOT KINNEY STANDS BY THE 
GRAND JURY RECORDS. 


Fifth Day in the Furrey Libel Suit 
Devoid of Exciting Interest—Charies 


Silent, Esq., Cross-examined Very 
Exhaustively. 
The teature of yesterday's — 


ceedings in the Furrey libel suit 
against the Committee of Safety was 
the positive testimony of Abbot Kin- 
ney for the defense. He states that 
the alleged libelous language used by 
the committee inst Maj. Furrey 
was in fact contaſhed in a report of 
the Education Committee of the grand 
jury of 1894. 
SILENT STILL AT IT. 

The day's testimony opened with 
Charles Silent, Esq.. still on the 
stand for the Committee of Safety. 
He was the first witness for the de- 
fense and all together was questioned 
for more than an entire day. 

“What further precautions did you 


take to verify the work and returns 


‘of your expert, Mr. Fountain?“ asked 
Attorney Harris for the committee. 

“Well, I have already said that we 
went to the Board of Supervisors and 
to the grand jury box in the County 
Clerk's office.” 

“Did you examine all the papers in 
the box?” 


“Merely 
Stein, for he was the only person 
whose candidacy we were asking the 
people to repudiate on account of his 
record.” 

“What next did you do?“ 

“We ascertained the membership of 
the sub-committee on education, of 
which Abbot Kinney was chairman, 
and proceeded to find out if the report 


was actually made to the grand jury 


Did you hae any conversation with 
Maj. Furrey about the publication of 
this article?” ° 

“Yes, sir. On the morning of the 
publication he stopped me on the street, 
as he said, and asked me why we had 

ublished this thing about him. I said 

t was not aimed at him, nor had we 
any feeling against him, as he should 
know, but we were after Mr. Stein, 
who, we thought, should not be given 
any charge over our schools. The major 
became personal two or three times, 
and, if I got on my dignity, as he said 
I did, it was merely to resent his per- 
sonal attacks. He was quite angry, I 
told him that had we known the facts 
as he presented them, we could have 
omitted the objectionable language, 
which Was merely copied from the 
grand jury papers. Maj. Furrey in- 
sisted on a retraction, and I told him I 
would like to have him meet our Mr. 
Fountain, the expert. The major then 
said, angrily, that he didn’t care a 
d—— about the overcharges, for he 
was in business to get all he could out 
of the city or anybody else, but he as- 
serted vigorously that he never charged 
twice for any goods, nor collected bills 
twice. I told him there were evidences 
of overcharges in the grand jury re- 
ports that it was just as well not to 
stir up. Our conversation ended rather 
abruptly, for both of us were out of 
patience.” 

“Now, Mr. Silent, did you have any 
ili-feeling or malice against Maj. Fur- 
rey personally in this matter?“ 

“Not the least in the world.” 

“Did you ever visit the City Repub- 
lican Central Committee before publish- 
ing your report?” 

“Yes, sir. We considered not publish- 
ing the report if Stein would withdraw 
his candidacy. Chairman Gates thought 
that Stein could not be forced to with- 
draw, as I did, too, from the stand- 
point of the law. It did not appear that 
Stein would volunteer to draw out. So 
the report was finally published.” 

“To whom was the Executive Com- 
mittee’s report finally submitted?” 

To the Committee of One Hundred 
and Fifty, and adopted without a dis- 
senting vote.“ 

SILENT LONG CROSSED. 

And with this last question Mr. Silent 
was turned over to the tender mercies 
of the plaintiff for cross-examination. 
This was conducted by Attorney Car- 
ter in an exhaustive manner. The his- 
tory of the organization and its pur- 
poses were all gone over in minute de- 
tail in an effort to show that the com- 
mittee was self-appointed, and also 
that it had invaded the legitimate prov- 
ince of the ordinary machinery of the 
law to carry out its work in an auto- 
cratic and high-handed manner. An 
effort was also made to make its 
ceedings seem dictatorial, albeit unnec- 
essary. 

But Mr. Silent stuck persistently to 
his position that the Committee of 
Safety was organized by reason of the 
exigencies of the times, and that it was 
called into existence because of rob- 
bery and murder then existent in the 
face of an apparently disorganized po- 
lee force. 

KINNEY'S TESTIMONY. 

Before the cross-examination of Mr. 
Sllent was concluded, Abbot Kinney 
was called to the stand at that time, 
to enable him to leave the city today. 
Mr. Kinney stated that he was a mem- 
be: of the grand jury of 1894 and of 
its sub-committee on education. His 
testimony, while of a nature intri- 
cately involving the issues of the case, 
was strong for the Committee of Safe- 
ty. He testified as to the grand jury's 
investigation into school affairs in 
1 


894.

to enrich the union treasury bv $25. 
Gray looked wie and went off, but 
returned shortiy with his ‘‘bouncer,” 
said to be an ex-pugilist. The latter 
undertook an argument with the fore- 
man with the result that Nelson 
picked him up by the nape of the neck 
and the nether part of hi« jumpers, 
= threw him bodily out of the bulld- 
ne. 

Not a man quit work on the job, but 
the whole outfit quit the union. Gray 
appenred once more. but Contractor 
Shaffell threatened him with a vigor- 
ous application of boot, and the walk- 
ing delegate departed on the run. 

Mr. Nelson esays: “I expect some 
trouble. I have a contract to build a 
house as soon as this job is done, and 
I suppose Gray and his gang are lay- 
ing for me. but IT am used to it. Four- 
teen years ago they tried to run me 
off a job. Nine men came at me at 
once, but I had two guns and they 
only came to the gate. They said I 
would get out of town soon, but I am 
here yet. and 1 intend to stav. 1 
joined the union by reauest of a large 
centractor who wanted me to work 
for him. They attempted to run me 
and my affaires. fined me. and 1 quit: 
but that is nothing. Almost Invariably 
every union man that comes in con- 
tact with the walking delegate gets 
fined for minding his own business, 
and if he has any sand, he as invart- 
ably quite the union.

SANTA MONICA, July 26.—- [From
